NOTE 1. — On completion of training at the time of 
commissioning or in case of direct entrants at the

Hearing will be tested by speech test. Where 
required audiometric records will be also taken .

for weight in relation to height and age . The 
correlation table is, therefore, only a guide and 
cannot be applied universally . A 10 per cent. 
departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal 
limits. There may nevertheless be some indi. 
viduals who according to the above standard 
may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are At in every respect . The over 
weight in such cases may be due to heavy 
bones and muscular development and not to 
obesity . Similarly for those who are under 
weight, the criteria should be the general build 
of the body and proportionate development 
rather than rigid adherence to the standards 

in the above table . 
( c ) Chest. - The chest should be well - developed with 
a minimum range of expansion of 2 inches . The candi 
date s chest will be measured by making him stand 
erect with his feet together, and his arms raised over 
his head . The tape will be so adjusted round the 
chest that its upper edge touches the inferior angles 
of the shoulder - blades behind, and its lower edge the 
upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
wen be lowered to hang loosely by the side.
